Confidential informant T-l states that a meeting 
was to be held in DENTON, TEXAS 'ey this group. The 
meeting was to be held last night, ^ November 1963 
at COLONIAL OAKS APARTMENTS in Apartment 111. This 
mooting was called by LEB TQGKKR, an officer in the 
YOUNG REPUBLICAN CLUB of NORTH TEXAS UNIVERSITY* 

TOOKER was being assisted by one BILL CALHOUN. This 
was to be an organizational meeting for a WALKER 
movement at the UNIVERSITY. This group plans to have 
GENERAL WALKER in DENTON for & talk in the near future. 
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The Dallas police informant inside the Young Republicans reported the participation of 
this group in the attack on Stevenson, understated as a "demonstration”.

me by the National Archives) is the arrest of a srudent living in Oak Cliff, 
where Oswald 1 ® rooming house was, immediately after the assassination and by 
the Secret Service, According to Time dated ll/30/63 f Russell V, McLarry, 

21, allegedly having said on hearing the President had been shot, "I hope he 
dies," was released on 02,500 bail. The charge says "that he would be work- 
ing near the Trade Hart in Dallas, Texas, where the President was supposed to 
speak and that he would be waiting with a gun to get the President 11 , It was 
a "joke", McLarry said. Although the Secret Service arrested him, they are 
part of this "joke", as is the Warren Commission, both having suppressed it* 
Can there be a better reason than that the President was shot "near the Trade 
Mart"? Mcnairy described himself as a "conservative".} 
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
